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that letter. I am searching -for the original, 
che time in question while I was staying in 
Kayetwa I only kept some money for bazar. My cash, gold ana 
jewellery were hidden in the Karen village with my wife. 

I have never been to any Police Station in connection 
with this case. I have never made report about this case at 
any P.S. It was because I did not went to put the accused into 

trouble. 

About a year ago, one day while I was seated on ae 
verandah Of my bungalow in Tamwe Rd., Rangoon, on Englishman 
called on me. I did not know who he was but later I lOund he 
to was the Commissioner of Police, Rangoon. He asked me if 
I was comfortable during the Japanese period or Aether there 
was any trouble. I then rented to him in brief the trouble 
the oecused Doshi gave me while I was in Kayetwa. He wrote at 
down in a little book what I had stated to him. I thunk the 

name of that Officer is tir.Orr. 

The reason Ay I did not report against the accused was 

because according to the dicates of our religion we should suffer 

and not inflict suffering on others. 

The first report I made in connection with this cose wa 

tol U Po Kyaing, Headman of Kayetwa. At his suggestion I sent 

a report by telegram to the then D.C., Pyapon.

On this previous visit Doshi asked me where my wife and 
child were and I told them. 

Doshi and his party came book on the next day and left 
for Rangoon. On this last occassion, Doshi handed back two out 
of the 3 rifles which he to&k away on the first occassion. He 
handed these rifles to Mahboob Khan, my Durwan. 

About 10 days slater, Inspector Saw Ba Baw of Yondauk 
village, dropped in at my mill on 1 is way to Pyapon. He told 
me that Doshi came to;him and told him that Doshi and his men come 
to the house of One Indian Sadique and searched for my wife and 
son. Not finding them, Doshi asked him where my wife and son 
were. That he replied to Doshi that Indian affairs must not be 
brought into Karen village and that there wbuld be trouble. After 
this they left. 

Before I met Saw Bo Bwa, on the day after Doshi and his 
men left me after their last visit, Doshi and his men came back 
again and Doshi told me that he was not satisfied, because he got 
nothing from me. Then he left. I am not sure whether he left 
the same day or the next day. Either before Doshi left or after 
he hod left my Manager Malam arrived at the mill from Rangoon. 

Malam said that he came because he heard that I was in 
trouble and that Doshi had caused the trouble. I told Malam tnat 
I had been troubled too much and told him to give him whatever 
he wanted. I also told him to satisfy him so that he may not 
come ago ins. After that Malam went away. 

About 3 months after and after the. return of the British# 
1 came down to Rangoon. There X met Malam who told me that he 
hod paid Rs.2,25,000/- to Doshi to satisfy him and on condition 
that he should not go again to Mayetwa to trouble me. I also 
found from my accounts that amount had been paid out. I have 
got the account books and I con produce them. 

My son who now in Mayetwa is 26 years of age. He is 

by my present wife. 

Sobb 8 or 10 days after Doshi’ s last visit, a Japanese 
Officer from the Kampetai came to me and gave me a letter in 

English and told me to show it to Doshi if he cinne again. I have 
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third day of the visit, Headman U Po Kyaiag had an nlu to which 
I was invited. As he was my neighbour I wanted to go. So I asked 
Doshi for permission. He let me go under the escort of an Indian 
soldier who came along with me armed with a rifle. I met U Po Kyaing 
there and I reported to him all that had happened. Headman Ko Ohn 
was also present there. To him also I reported that had happened. 

Ko Ohan is the headman of Yon-saing village which is close to 
Mayetwa. I also met one elder Ko Ba Thein. To him also I made 
a report. Then the Indian escort with me told me not to speak 
in Burmese but to speak only in Indian language. He did not allow 
me to stop there long but brought me back to my small house where 
I was kept in confinement. 

After staying there for 3 nights and 3 days, Doshi and his 
party left. About 2 hours before their departure, I asked Doshi for 
my keys saying that I had no bazar money. He then threw the keys at me 

After their departure, I went round my compound to see and 
found my boat sarang, Tataya at my Bungalow. He told me that he 
was arrested and kept there with his hands tied up;ond that he was 
assaulted. He showed me the injury on the leg. 

I also met my clerk Azam Hashim. He also told me that he 
was kept together with Tataya and a cook with his hands tied up and 
that he was also assaulted. He showed me bleeding injiiry on his 
legs. He said that he was severely assaulted. He also told me 
that he quietly removed the bolt at the back door and all three oi 
them escaped. 

I also met my cook whose name I do not know but whom I used 
to call bara. I now remember his name is Sadicue. He also told me 
that he was assaulted but his injury was not severe. 

Ofl&or two days after their departure, I sent a telegram 
reporting the occurence to U Aung Khine, the then Deputy Commissioner, 
P^apon. I also sent a report by telegram to the Japanese Kampetoi 

at Pyapon. g or ]_q fay s later, Doshi came again accompanied 

by two Indians. One of whom was a Pathan and other a Punjabi. On 
this occassion Doshi was armed with a revolver while his companions 
were armed with rifles. On this occassion after coming to the mill, 

the accused and his party proceeded which i 

g'O.W' (p rrt fi' \ 1 
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About 7 Says Inter, when I woke up nt about 4.30 o.m.to 
sny my prayers ns usual I found that my small house was being 
surrounded by Doshi and his men. About 6 or 7 men sui rounded 
my house. Doshi was armed with a revolver, so were some of his 
men. 3 other companions of his were armed -with rifles. Doshi 
ordered me not to move and not to speak to anyone . He also drove 
drove away At her people who come near my house. Doshi said "you 
hove many English currency notes, you also have -old and diamonds, 
aive all." I told him that I had none. At that time Doshi did 
not do anything with his revolver. He simply hod it on his person. 

I do not remember whether he hod his revolver in his hands or in 
his waist. At about break-fast time, Doshi alone went a.ay to my 
bungalow leaving behind all his companions who were still surround- 
ing my house. After break-fast he come back to me and said "point- 
ing his revolver at me" "You devil of an old man, you see this, 
you will be killed, give all what you hove. I hove made inquiries 
outside, you have plenty of British notes, gold and diamonds, wny 
do you want to die, give it up." I told him that I hod none. Then 
he said, "if you soy that hove none, you will have to swear on 
the Koran." I told him that the Koran was a sacred document and 
asked him to allow ma not to touch it. Then Doshi showed me 
his revolver again saying "you see this" He then pressed my neck 
down and said "do you want to die, do you vrnt to die." Then 
I said I could swear by the Koran. Doshi then went and brought 
a Koran from a Kaka in the Bazar, I washed my face, and swore 
on the Koran that I hod no properties with me. Then Doshi said, 
"if you have no properties, mitt **t surrender your son to me, 

1 will take him away." I told him that my son hod gone his . 

mothers relatives. 

On this occossion, I was kept in confinement in the small 

houseforS days. I was not allowed to go out. 1 was guarded by 

his companions all this time. Doshi came off and on. 

During this visit , Doshi slapped my cashier Ameer uayeo 
(Hoynt ) and seized the keys from him. Doshi then wart round and 
opened all my safes and boxes in my office and the mill. I °o not 

know what he G ot but I think he did not get anything. On the

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I was born at - India. 

I now reside at - 31, Tamwe Road. 

I am by occupation a - Land lord and Bice Mill owner. 

My father’s name is - R. Khan. 

Bxaminat ion-in-chief . 

About 2 years prior to the return of the British, I went 
and lived at my Rice Mill, Mayetwa village, Pyapon District owing 
to the severe bombing at Rangoon. I do not know the accused Doshi 
before. I only came to know him when he came to my Rice mill, I 
think about January or February 1945, the accused came to my rice 
mill, for the first time. He was accompanied by 5 or 6 Indians. 

The accused Doshi was wearing an officer’s uniform while his 
companions were wearing soldier* s uniform. The accused was armed 
with a revolver. 2 or 3 of his companions were also armed with 
a revolver each. I did not hot ice if the rest had any arms. The 
accused Doshi said ”1 am a Government officer, show me all your 
fire-arms.” I had about 13 or 14 firearms with me under license. 

I showed him these together with the license. My firearms consis- 
ted of, one revolver, about 4 rifles some D.B.B.L. gun, one triple 
barrelled gun. The accused and his companions seized all these 
firearms. They did not take away my license. They then proceeded 
towards my bungalow. The place where I produced my firearms was 
in front of my No. 2 godown. At that time I was living in a small 
wooden house about 200 feet away from my bungalow. 

Doshi then told me to light my lamps. I had 2 or 3 of 
my hurricane lamps lighted. It was then about 8 or 9 p.m. They 
arrived at my mill after sunset. I do not remember the exact time. 

/ 

It was about 7 or 8 p.m. when I surrendered my firearms. Then the 
accused and his companions with the help of those lamps searched 
at the house where I lived, at my rice mill, mill godowns and other 
buildings in my compound. They did not tell me what they were 
searching for. They made searches for an hour or two. They did 
not get anything. Thefr spent the night at my bungalow. At 8 a.m. 
the next morning they arrested one of my clerks names Azim Rahim 
and took him away together with 3 of my rifles. They all went away 
le? ving behind the remaining firearms. On that occassion no harm 
of violence was done t o me .

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surrender all arms and ammunition in mg possession that I was to 
hhnd over all the jewellery in my possession, that I was to hand 
over all British notes in my possession. I replied that I had 
nothing with me and .Doshi squeezed my neck. At that time no one 
present. All the employees at the mill were first driven away. 

My wife and family too all ran away leaving me along ^ I was 
confined in my house in a small room for four days. There were 
sentries watching me. I was only fed once a day. This party 
ransacked all the rooms in the house. They did not find any- 
thing. They only seized the three Japs rifles and 90 rouncis of 
ammunition (under cover of licence^, which was kept in the charge 
of my durwan Mahboob Khan. They then went away. At four or five 
days later Doshi and the same party returned but we received early 
intimation and moved on to the Karen Area* They followed us and 
were driveii out by the Karens and threatened to shoot tlieiju 
Doshi and the I.I.L. Officers speaks Japanese fluently and he - 
said to have been brought down from Japan.. Doshi ill-treated 
many Indian - civilians ana extorted British notes and jewelleries 
in many cases. 

IVhile I was in district Gulam Md. Malim, My Manager, was 
left in charge of the firm in Rangoon, came and reported to me 
that Doshi and some enemy officers demanded Rs. 500 , 000/— under 
threat which he paid out. Later when I returned to Rangoon in 
June 1945, Mg Manager again reported that he had to pay out 
another Es.225,000/- to Doshi under threat.
